Chicago, Feb, 18.—Attempts today to get 
up a Hessian fly scare in tne wheat mar 
ket here fell flat. Closing , prices were 
weak, 1-8 to 3-Sc, under last night. Corn 
finished 1-8 and 1-4 to 3-S down and oats 
varied from 1-8 off to a shade advance. 

Prospect of a torn to rain or snow in 
the west bad much to do with counter 
acting the efforts of wheat bulls, In adi 
tion a leading crop expert declared that 
talk of the multiplication of the Hessian 
fiy at this time of the year with tempera 
tures as they have been in Nebraska, was 
nonsense, Accordingly, a slight advance 
which bad been based partly on fears re 
garding the winter crop and partly on 
the strength of foreign markets was more 
than Wiped out. Interest In war rumors 
waned when the fact was brought to light 
that, compared with a month ago, Chicago 
prices was relatively 22-2¢ cheaper than 


Liverpool, and yet there has been no re 
cent export buying here of any conse 
quence. 

Total clearances today of wheat and 
flour at the seaboard were equal to 546,000 
bushels. Primary receipts, 821,000 bushels, 
against 657,000 a year ago 


Falling off in the eastern demand pulled 
down corn. The deferring of the labor 
troubles was held responsible.

London, Feb, 18.--Some interesting 
information regarding the wheat sup- 
ply of Great Britain is given in the 
Noard of Trade agricultura! statistics, 
just issued. A comparison is made of 
the extension of the wheat area of the 
Emp re and the growth of population 
since the census of 1910. 

Taking the United Kingdom, Aus- 
tralia, Canada, India and New Zealand 
us representing the British Empire, a 
marked increase both in wheat area 
snd pepulation is shown In 1911, In 
each of the great d:visions af the Em- 
pire the extension of the wheat area 
hus been greater than the increase of 
the populwlion, 

in 1901 thece were nearly 35,000,- 
000 acres, or @bout one-eighth of an 
acre for each of the 283,000,000; in 
1911 there were 50,000,000 acres, or 
about one-sixin of an acre for each 
of the 302,000,000 inhabitants, If the
